Council Abolishes 
the Business Tax 


Shortly after 8 o’clock last Thurs- 
day evening the CALL reporter start- 
ed off to attend the Council meeting 
and arriving at the Town Hall he 
carefully opened the door to find a 
couple of inches of snow on the floor 
within, upon which were imprints 
of a whiteman’s shoes and numerous 
dog feet. Closing the door he re- 
traced his steps wandering when the 
wind had blowen the door open, 
when the town could afford a janitor 
and when a good furnace would be 
installed. Thinking the meeting 
might be held at Councillor Hen- 
derson’s office, as in early days,the 
reporter journied thither but the 
door was locked. Now baffled he 
sought the telephone, wondering if 
there was a secret sesssion. Ina 
moment the mayoress gave the in- 
formation that his worship was 
attending a council meeting in the 
Cosgrave block. Wandering in that 
direction the block appeared dar 
and foreboding, save for a dim light 
pearing through a curtain on the 
second floor. Passing along a two- 
plank walk to the rear and shoving 
the door apart a dim light of a 
lantern revealed a steep stairway. 
Bilently mounting these the report- 
er started along a dark hallway in 
the direction where he thought the 
light was he had decerned from the 
@reet. Just then a dor opened on 
the opposite side of the hall throw- 
ing out a flood of light and the 
mayor’s gentle voice wafted ‘‘Come 
in!” 

Within a fire burned brightly and 
all appeared cheerful.

Secretary MacLean, who is also 
assessor, gave a comprehensive re- 
port on the subject of a straight 
single tax and allowing for a busi- 
ness tax, which it was intimated 
the council had asked for at a pre- 
vious meeting. His fignies showed 
a reduction of about two-fifths on 
last year’s sssessment, or in other 
words last year’s assessment was 
$350,000 and this year’s about 
$287,000, On a straight single tax 
asseesinent in order to raise suffici- 
‘ent. money to meet the town’s de- 
ibenturss coming due, expenses and 
‘spend in improvements about the 
same as last year the mills would 
lhave to be increased to 33 against 
‘26 last year, or 7 mills more than 

_jast year. By allowing the business 
tax the rate would remain about the 
same as last year, 26 mills, with 
the advantage of about 20 per cent 
jess on the assessed value. 

Naturally this brought forth 
great deal of discussion. 

Meantime ex- Alderman W Service 
arrived, remarking he had a sweet 
time locating the honorable body 
and Mr. Lindsay dropped in and 
stirred up the fire—in the stove. 

Ald, Henderson thought a busi- 
ness tax necessary although it might 
be reduced. He could not see why 
men who rented should not contri- 
bute to keep up the town as well as
